Former Gov. David R. Francis, the 
first St. Louisan to take advantage of 
President Roosevelt's plan to relieve the 
money stringency, notified Subtreasurer 
Akins Monday morning that he would 
subscribe for $500,000 of the new $100,000,- 
000 issue of Government certificates. 
These are to be issued at once and will 
bear interest at the rate of 3 per cent. 
In addition to issuing the treasury 
certificates, the Government hopes to 
assist in restoring normal business con- 
ditions by floating a $50,000,000 Issue of 
Panama Canal bonds. 

Bankers say that probably $5,000,000 of 
the °-per-cent certificates will be placed 
at the disposal of St. Louis. Local sub- 
scriptions are expected to bring that 
much-hoarded money out of the safe 
deposit boxes.

Gov. Francis said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the Government relief 
measures are certain to restore confi- 
dence. 

“I am subscribing both for myself 
and the customers of the Francis Com- 
mission Co.,’’ said he. “The certificates 
offer a golden opportunity to the people. 
They will be issued in denominations of 
$50, so that everybody can purchase 
them, and they will circulate just the 
Same as other money, being in fact cur- 
rency just as good as gold. 

“Another advantage attaching to them 
is that t’.ey are not subject to taxa- 
tion.”’ 

Dispatches from New York Monday 
say that the certificates already are 
selling at a premium equivelent to one 
cent on the dollar. 


Expects Big Subscription. 


Subtreasurer Akins believes the $100, 
000 000 certificate issue will be largely 
oversubscribed. 

“I have received inquiries from many 
‘sources about the new certificates,” 
said Mr. Akins. “Before the close of 
today’s business I expect to have sub- 
scriptions amounting to $1,000,000. 

“No instructions nave come from 
Washington regarding either the issue 
of Panama bonds or the loan certifi- 
Cates, but we are receiving applications 
just the same and the allotment to the 
public will be made Dec. 1 on the basis 
of the amount subscribed for.”’

Rapid progress was made Monday af- 
ternoon in selecting jurors to try Dele- 
gate Ferd Warner on the charge of 
bribery.

Themas G. Crosbie of 4432 Kossuth 
avenue was excused from service as a 
juror because he said he had formed 
an opinion. Three of the panel said 
they had never heard of the case. One 
of these was Fred Doerr, typesetter on 
a German paper. During the morning 
session 14 qualified as jurors, subject to 
challenges. 5% 

Judge Hiram Moore and Thomas J. 
Rowe, counsel for Warner, announced, 
after their motion for a severance was 
granted, that they were ready for trial. 
They said they did not wish to argue 
the motion to quash the indictment, 
which they filed Saturday. 

They said the demurrer, which stated 
that the indictment did not set forth 
clearly the charges against the ac- 
cused men, and that they were multi- 
farious in that they charged two offens- 
es in one court, was filed merely to 
cover any possible defects in the indict- 
ments.

Old Feud Results in Tragedy 
in a Kentucky Court- 
house. 








LONDON, Ky., Nov. 18.—Robert Boyd 
Jr., Master Commissioner of Laure! 
County and a prominent attorney, shot 
and instantly killed James Sparks, one 
of the most prominent lawyers in East- 
ern Kentucky today. 

Sparks was formerly County Attornes 
of Laurel County and was a candidate 
for Commonwealth’s Attorney. 

The tragedy occurred in the Circuit 
Clerk’s office, where Boyd was making 
a settlement in a case in which Sparks 
represented one side. Bad feeling had 
existed between the two mn for some 
time, Sparks having taken exception to 
some of Boyd’s official conduct in the 
suit. 

Srarks also represented Lillie Hubbs, 
alleged daughter of Judge Robert Boyd, 
deceased, in which the woman seeks to 
break the will of Judge Boyd and share 
his estate of nearly $200,000. 

Eyewitnesses say Sparks was un- 
armed. Boyd fired four shots, three of 
them being after Sparks fell. Boyd sur- 
rendered to the Sheriff.

Defense Introduces Witnesse 
| Support of Insan- 
ity Plea. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—With its 
first witness today the defense in the 
Bradley case laid the foundations for 
the plea of insanity. Newspaper men 
testified to Mrs. Bradley's actions im- 
riediately after the tragedy and her Sali 
Lake physician told of the operations on 
her for blood poisoning, the last of 
which resulted in a delirium for several] 
days. The ailment, he said, ‘‘frequcntly 
nffected the brain permanently.’’ 

The testimony of one of the reporters 
served to bring out for the first time 
evidence as to occurrences in the room 
at the Raleigh Hotel before the shoot- 
ing. 

Reporters on Stand, 

James Hay, reporter, was the first wit- 
ness called. Interrogated by Judge Pow- 
é¢rs, he testified that Mrs. Bradley, dur- 
ing an interview shortly after the trag- 
edy, acted in a peculiar manner and put 
her hands to her head, saying: 

“IT feel as if I were far away from 
here.”’ 

He also said that Mrs. Bradley, when 
he was about to leave, begged him to re- 
main, declaring that she would go mad 
if left alone with her thoughts. 

The witness strengthened the impres- 
fion that the defendant, either from ex- 
treme agitation, or mental unsoundness, 
was erratic in her behavior. 

That the Government proposes to con- 
test every attempt of the defense to 
fortify the insanity plea was evident 
from the grilling cross-examination of 
this witness, conducted by District At- 
torney Baker. 

Charles Cottrell, also a reporter, con- 
firmed Hay’'s testimony. 

Cotterill testified that the prisoner 
seemed unable to collect her thoughts. 
She told him she arrived here from Salt 
Lake practicaiiy penniless. She did not 
volunteer anything, merely answering 


questions.

After a lively tilt between Attorney 
O’Brien, for Lewis, and Judge Krum, 
for the Government, in which O’Brien 
said it seerned that the defendant was 
not getting a fair trial at*the hands of 
the Government’s attorneys, Lewis was 
allowed to go on with testimony as to 
what other moves against him had to do 
with the destruction of his bank and 
other enterprises. 

When court convened Lewis’ attorneys 
asked that they be allowed to intro- 
duce the minute books of the Board of 
Directors of the People’s United States 
Bank as a whole and read from them 
whenever extracts were wanted. The 
reading of these minutes was begun 
Saturday. Judge Carlan@ ruled that 
the minutes would have to all be read. 
The attorneys for Lewis said the read- 
ing would be done later. District At- 
torney Blodgett insisted that all the 


minutes be read. 
“Postal” in Name Forbidden. 


Lewis said that, before the bank was 
organized it was not fully determined by 
him whether -a bank or trust company 
would be the ultimate outcome of his 
plan. He said that ne considered all the 
transactions with bank stock purchas- 
ers, before the bank was organized, as 
personal transactions and sent his per- 
sonal receipts for remittances. Before 
the bank was started he sent back be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000 to persons who 
had subscribed for bank stock and then 
made some complaint and wanted their 
money back, Lewis testified. He told of 
the naming of the bank as the ‘‘Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank’’ because the 
Postoffice Department objected to the 
use of the word “Postal” in the bank 
name. 

Lewis outlined to the jury his “certi- 
fied check”’ plan, by which he expected 
to aid the bank depositors and make 
his bank the “greatest bank in the 
world.”’ For the first time Lewis turned 
to the jury and, in a strong voice, told 
of the “certified check’’ plan, talking 
fast and enforcing his explanation with 
gestures. 

Arrangements to supply gold-diggers 
in Alaska with the checks, by tneans of 
two dog-sled routes, had been coin- 
piected, Lewis said. 

System Obviated Commissions, 
The advantage of his check system, 
Lewis said, lay in the fact that com- 
missions did not have to be paid as 
on money orders, express orders and 
like modes of transmitting money He 
said that over $1,000,000,000 was paid 
annually in the United States as 
“tributes” or “commissions.” By his 
“certified check” system, paying bal- 
ances were kept on hand in the banks 
of the five cities named and deposi- 
tors could draw their own checks. 

He did not attempt to obtain pat- 
ents on his check system, Lewis said, 
because he found, on investigation, 
that similar projects already had 
been granted previous patent rights.

New York Bankers Approve. 

New York bankers generally express 
approval of the propused bonds, accord- 
ing to news telegrams to the Post-Dis- 
natch Monday. They believe that the 
bonds will, for one thing, attract to the 
United States some of the gold on de- 
posit in French banks, which French 
financiers have expressed willingness to 
send hither. 

Henry Clews, banker and authority 
on finance, dissents from the general 
view as to the advisability of issuing 
the bonds at this time. He says they 
ure likely to cause Government securi- 
tles to depreciate in value and to drive 
gold out Instead of attracting it. Ulti- 
mately, he says, the issue would be 
necessary, but he opposes a war meas- 
ure in time of peace, and he questions 
the legality of the issue. 

Dispatches from Washington say that 
ovinions by congressmen and senators 
now in the city indicate that relief legis- 
lation will be put on foot at approach- 
ing session. 

All agree that the situation makes 
some remedy necessary. Senator War- 
ren of Wyoming was one of those who 
said that the canal bond issue was ex- 
actly the recourse needed. Representa- 
tive Needham of California said the 
relief from it ought to be almost imme- 
diate, Senator Warner of Missouri said 
he believed the banks would take the 
bonds in a hurry.

Cherry was standing on the iron grat- 
ing almost against the wall of the build- 
ing when the fire started in the base- 
ment. He smelled the smoke and felt 
his feet becoming gradually warmer 
and warmer as the blaze heated up the 
inetal beneath them. But he was un- 
able to move to safety. In addition to 
being blind, he was suffering from in- 
juries received by falling into an ex- 
eavation a few days ago. 

The cab drivers carried him across 
Broadway, and took his newspapers to 
him, 

Because of the fire that damaged its 
stock $100,000, the Mills & Averill store 
is closed to give insurance adjusters 
an opportunity to ascertain the 
exact loss and to permit of the drazg- 
ging of the soaked and burned reserve 
stock out of the basement. The build- 
ing is owned by the Almira Realty Co. 
and the damage to it is estimated at 
between $5000 and $10,000. 

The fire started presumably by an 
everheated furnace, was not entirely 


extinguished until nearly noon Cor- 
nelius Combes, 2500 Belleglade avenue, 
was overcome by smoke in the base- 
ment and it was necessary to take liim 
te the City Dispensary to revive him. 
Several other fire fighters, affected by 
smoke and gas, were carried from tho 
cellar by comrades.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 18.—Ex- 
President Grover Cleveland, speaking of 
Mr. Bryan’s declaration in the Com- 
moner, said: 

“T am not surprised at all at Mr. 
Bryan's declaration, and I do not see 
that any Democrat should be surprised 
at his seeming intention to seek a re- 
nomination. 

‘To me the question seems to be whom 
we ought to look to for leadership in the 
Democratic party. In view of past ex- 
periences, what are we going to do 
about it? 

“This is a question that may well com- 
mand the immediate attention of the 
leaders. I do not think, however, that 
this is the time to say anything more 
on the subject.’’ 


Taggart Is for Bryan. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Thomas Tag- 
gart, chairman of the Democratic Na- 
ticnal Committee, is at the Waldorf, 
very ruddy and optimistic. 

He thinks Mr. Roosevelt will be “‘easy 
to beat if the right sort of man is named 
by the Democrats and is given a safe 
platform to run on.” He says Western 
Republicans as well as Democrats hold 
the President responsible for the finan- 
cial depression and that the Democrats 
will benefit by the change of sentiment 
sweeping over the West. 

Regarding the gathering of the na- 
ticnal committeemen at French Lick 
next Friday, Mr. Taggart said: 

“I have simply invited members of 
the Domacratic national and executive 
committees, together with their wives, 
tc be my guests. The conference is 
merely personal to myself and the com- 
mitteemen have accepted. 

“I presume we shall discuss the date 
and place of the next convention. The 
Republican National Committee is to 
meet in Washingtun Dec. 6 Ours is 
Iikely to meet there after that. I prefer 
that it should meet there next month, 
though it is possible that we shall not 
get together until January.” 

“In Indiana sentiment is’ very strong 
for Bryan,” said Mr. Taggart. ‘‘His re- 
cent statement in the Commoner helped 
increase that sentiment.

THE ETHICS OF THE BREWERY. 

Purity in business as well as purity of product 
is the publicly-announced watchword of a great 
St. Louis brewing company. 

Recognizing the demands of morality and wise- 
ly noting the growth of sentiment hostile to the 


‘liquor business in all its branches, this estab- 


lishment will hereufter promote order and de- 
cency by outlawing the dives and discriminating 
egainst the more objectionable saloons. 

The power of a brewery to do these things so 
far as its own products are co»cerned need not be 
questioned, but if the vicious saloonkeeper be in 
ousiness in his own name a refusal by one hrew- 
ery to supply him may easily be met by pur- 
chases elsewhere. 


In point of fact, most of the saloons are owned 
by the breweries and not by the men who operate 


them, and the new Geparture in St. louis seems 
t« amount te a ccnfession that in times past the 
brewers have not scrutinizea very closely the 
character of the men they have place? in charge

As owners, therefore, the breweries may do 
much more than refuse to scll te unworthy per- 
scns. They are in a npcsiticn to close the dis- 


orderly places and keep them closed and to put | 


their managers out of business and keep them 
cut. In this respect the brewers, if united, would 
exercise salutary power more effcctually than the 
city or tn> State could hope to do. Few. dives 
could exis: witLout their consent. 

Between the brewer—rich, respecte1, progress- 


“ive and philanthropic—and the wretch who in the 
“lowest saloon acts as his obsequious salesman 


and fugleman a great social guif has been fixed. 
The better elements of the population nave long 
recognized the responsibility of the one for the 
other and they will be glad tc know that the 
brewers themselves have at length taken it into 
account also. 

One other point closely related to this subject 
will at once occur to the mind and that is the 
need of political as well -s usiness reform on 
the part of the brewer who wouid we well thought 
of by his fellow men. 

Politically and in some resvecis socially our 

eries ‘have become institutional. They em- 
loy thousands of men. They are extensive own- 
ers and lessecs of real estate. They expend mil- 
lions for supplies of all kirds. They are aimcst 
feudalistic in the ramifications of their tower

Comedy! 





| GREAT CHANCE MISSED 





But Century Audience Liked 
Frank Daniels’ Play 
Immensely. 





OR some little time at the Cen- 

F tury last night I thought that 

Victor Herbert and aiarry B. 
Smith had seen a great light and were 
about to give us a strikingly pictur- 
esque Oriental comic opera instead of 
the conventional musical comedy in 
“The Tattooed Man,” starring Frank 
Daniels as Omar Khayyam Jr. 

The impressive song of the Muezzin 
from his tall mosque tower, calling the 
taithful to their Mohammedan prayerts, 
the very tuneful choral response of the 
faithful, refusing to obey the call, the 
startling entrance of a band of bur- 
noosed Arabs of the desert, followed by 
their really typical Bedouin war chant, 
led by Abdallah, their Mourzourk-like 
chief, are what induced this hopeful 
spirit on my part. It was the Spirit of 
the Far East finely indicated—‘‘Allah 
il Allah!” ‘‘Bismillah!” and all that 
sort of thing, don’t you know. 

But it didn’t last long. All of a sud- 
den in came Omar’s daughter, fresh 
from Vassar, accompanied by a bevy 
of maidens from New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Boston, Frisco and St. 
I.ouis, also by boy cousins of the Shah’s 
daughter from various American uni- 
versities and, too, by Algy Cuffs, a 
Broadway matinee idol, and the Orien- 
tal jig was up. I wasn’t a bit sur- 
prised a moment later when Frank 
Daniels emerged into view as the same 
old funny man of musical comedy whom 
we always see—apparently you can’t 
lose this funny man, not even on the 
Persian-rug edge of Sahara and under 
the burlesque-opened pages of the Ru- 
balyat! 

But what a golden chance was missed 
by Victcr Herbert and Harry B. Smith, 
all the same. 

Nevertheless, last night’s 
seemed to cotton to “The Tattooed 
Man” mightily. It roared at Frank 
Daniels’ interrupted song and others of 
his warbling, and at the complications 
caused by the horoscope-scarabaeus on 
the back of his neck. It keenly appre- 
ciated his musical-comedyized Omar 
weakness for ‘‘a loaf of bread, a jug of 
wine, and Thou, beside him singing in 
the wilderness.”’ It cheered Louise Syl- 
vester’s grotesque humor in the role of 
Fatima, the wall-fiower of Persia, until 
Miss Sylvester was neck-and-neck with 
Mr. Daniels in the running. It chuckled 
at William Danforth, the Hashish of 
Nace Bonville, the Muley of George 
Corry and the Ali of Gilbert Clayton. It 
approved of little Viola Mace’s. youthful 
exuberance as ‘‘Rose of Summer’’—but 
there! Why go into a detailed schedule 
of things?—blest if tnis first-night audi- 
ence didn’t seem to like the whole 
blooming show! 

And the show really did. bloom in its 
settings of the courtyard of the Re- 
gent’s palace and the rose garden of the 
Shah, the first of these being a partic- 
ular beautiful stage picture. It was 
fine—but, again, I'll never forgive Vic- 
tor Herbert and Harry B. Smith for 
slackening the genuinely Oriental pace 
they set during the first 20 minutes of 
‘The Tattooed Man.’’ They’ thereby 
threw away the chance of their lives 
for getting out of the musical comedy 
rut.
